MacLcnnan, 
Professor Arthur L. Phelps and 
Professor P. F. Vincbcrg. 

The series is open lo evcryocne 
hut it has boon poiutrri nut that it 
would ho especially helpful to the 
executives of the various chilis, 
since although it is designed In aid 
debaters, it will apply equally well 
In public speaking. An opportunity 

10 put the knowledge of the lec- 
tures to a practical use will he 
provided by a second Debating 
Conference. 

The first Conference, held last 
November, was so successful that 

11 discovered several now debaters, 
four of whom travelled '.o Bur- 
lington. Vermont, with Ihc team 
which participated in the Intercol- 
legiate Debating Conference. It is 
hoped that many mure debaters of 
intercollegiate ability will he found 
through thc.-c lectures and the suc- 
ceeding conference. 

Professor Klein was himself a 
prominent debater during his un- 
dergraduate days at McGill. Now 
well known as both a lawyer and a 
poet. Professor Klein also main- 
tains the reputation of being one 
of the most Interesting lecturers in 
the English department. 

Dr. P.. D. MacLcan, head of the 
philosophy department will deliver 
the second lecture of the series en- 
titled. "The Relationship Between 
The Material and the Form," on 
Wednesday. January 28. 

Professor Arthur !.. Phelps of 
the English Department will fol- 
low with a discussion the succeed- 
ing Wednesday. The speech will bo 
entitled, "Communication— A Fine 
Art." The series will come to a 
close on February 11, when Pro- 
fessor Vincbcrg of the Economics 
Department will give his lips on 
the slate of debating, and the var- 
ious duties of the speaker.

Present Method of Teaching Work to Commence

"The butchery of English litera- 
ture in high schools is mainly re- 
sponsible for the disinterested at- 
titude of university .-indents to- 
day." staled John Dnndo, in dis- 
cussing the faults in the teaching 
of literature at the English Litera- 
ture Society meeting last night. 

This was a most revealing talk, 
by which we discovered that the 
faculty has its troubles too. As Mr. 
Dnndo SO pointedly remarked. "It 
is rather difficult to deliver an 
enthusiastic lecture while some 
students are reading the "Daily," 
and the rest are half asleep." It was 
interesting to «et his slant on the 
literature courses, but even more 
so to note that he did not blame 
the lack of interest on the students 
themselves, but rather on the sci- 
entific, non-appreciative, method of 
teaching literature. 

Mr. Dando pointed out the two 
attitudes towards literature: the 
scientific approach, which involves 
I a great deal of research and study; 
mid the appreciative approach.

and intellectual instruction. lie 
explained that hlghschoolct'S are 
plunged into the scientific aspects 
of literature, and appreciation is 
completely out of the picture.

A prosecuting attorney will pre- 
sent a case against the United Na- 
tions to be refuted by a defence 
attorney. Each attorney may call 
on two witnesses who will present 
the opinions of men of distinction 
in international affairs. The trial 
will be presided over by a judge 
and a jury will be chosen from the 
audience.

Approximately Will members nf 
the Graduates' Society cheered 
when Air Vice-marshal McGill and 
Eric A. Leslie, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee, were presented 
with honorary life memberships tn 
the Society for their work in the 
campaign. 

Model Presented 
A model of a steam shovel was 
also presented to the university by 
the Society by Frank McGill. In 
presenting the model ho said that 
it was tn serve as a reminder to 
the Boaid of Governors so that 
work on the new prooct might be- 
gin as soon as possible. 

Sporls Stressed 
In thanking the graduates for 
their donation Chancellor Tyndale 
stressed the importance of sport in 
the life of the university student 
and promised that the facilities of 
Ihe university would bo expanded 
in the near future as the result of 
war memorial campaign, "but we 
must always bear in mind." he 
went on. "and guard against Ihe 
danger nf commercialism in col- 
lege sport. 

Greater Participation 

He pointed out that the construe- 
lion of a rink and a swimming pool 
will not only enable McGill to turn 
out as good "and possibly better 
loams than our sister universities" 
but that it would also allow for 
a greater student participation In 
sport. In closing the chancellor 
said that "I am inclined to the 
opinion (hat no other academic in- 
stitution could surpass our record." 

Campaign Progress 

In presenting Ihc chèque, Air 
Vice-Marshal McGill paid high 
tribute to the work done by Ene 
A. Leslie and gave him all credit 
for the success of the drive. He 
llicn outlined the progress of the 
campaign which first began with 
an objective of $300,000, but build- 
ing costs caused this mark to be 
raised by another Slnn.nno.

U.N.B. Students' 
Council Ends Ban 



Dr. John P. Humphrey, B.A., 
B.Com., B.C.L., D.C.L.. former 
head of the McGill Law Faculty, 
and now Director of the Division 
of Human Rights of the United 
Nations, will address an open 
meeting of the International Re- 
lations Club on Friday, Jan. 23. 

As one of Ihc senior members 
of the Permanent Secretariat of 
U.N.O., Dr. Humphrey occupies, 
with regard to the General Assem- 
bly and the Security Council, a 
position somewhat analogous to 
that of a Deputy Minister of a 
Canadian Department of State. 

On her visit to McGill last year. 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, a member 
of the U.S. delegation to the United 
Nations and Chairman of the Com- 
mission on Human Rights, paid 
warm tribute to the work of Dr. 
Humphrey. 

The Commission's relationship 
in the U.N.O. corresponds, on a 
world scale, to that of a Minister 
of State in -the Canadian Cabinet, 
and is the policy making body for 
the Division for which Dr. Hum- 
phrey is chief officer. 

Dr. Humphrey is on a flying 
visit to Montreal following his 
recent arrival from Geneva. He 
returns to New York shortly.

Nominations are still open for 
the post of Dawson Students' So- 
ciety President.

an even bigger one now that two 
of Ihc council .seats have been cm- 
tied, with the result that two new 
men will have to be oriented to 
the posts of President and Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. Dawson student; 
must therefore choose a president 
who is of high calibre, who can re- 
organize the rather disordered af- 
fairs of the council. The right man 
for the job can be more correctly 
chosen when there arc a number of 
names on the slate to choose from. 
Also the man who is elected will 
feel much more confident of the 
students' support if he has been 
proven the choice of 1,000 students 
in a general election, rather than 
just the preference of some 25 stu- 
dents who signed his nomination 
slip.

QVER the main entrance of the Arts Building, 
as you stand inside with your back to Moyse 
Hall, you may sec an inscription carved in the stone, 
In characters which are more or less familiar to 
those who have studied trigonometry or arc mem- 
bers of fraternities.

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EXPLANATION WANTED 



The Redpatli Library stacks have been closed 
to all students, due to the fact that some student, 
or students, have failed to obey the "No Smok- 
ing" regulation. Since Thursday of last week, 
the capacity of the already overcrowded reading 
room has been furl her strained, and the haras- 
ted librarians have been even more over-worked 
than usual. 

Smoking in the stacks is a pastime which 
jeopardizes the safety of every student in the 
library. It also endangers a very large, and in 
some cases, very valuable collection of books 
and manuscripts. If the students who have been 
criminally thoughtless were detected, they ought 
to have been dealt with individually as the 
university deemed fit. Expulsion from the uni- 
versity, or at least the imposition of n severe 
penalty would not have been unfair. We pre- 
sume that if the students were apprehended, 
they were penalized. 

In that ense, it is not necessary to punish 
other students in the university who use the 
Redpath stacks, and who doubtless honour every 
obligation pertaining to their conduct there, of 
which they arc aware. If the offenders were not 
caught, while it is not probable, it is possible 
that they were not students.

Since no explanation has 
been volunteered, it is impossible in interpret 
the action in any light other than that afforded 
by a seemingly unfair and unreasonable pro- 
hibition.

The result of unmerited punishment is 
never satisfactory, and the majority of students 
who were guilty will be curbed. If the whole 
gesture was intended as a warning, it might 
well have been couched in more adult terms. And 
if the university felt that the edict was the only 
way to drive home the serious consequences of 
disregarding library regulations, it might at 
least have offered a reasonable explanation to 
supposedly adult and responsible university 
students, who are being treated like children. 

Wo arc all aware that the Redpath Library 
situation is not a good one. Students are enre- 
lcss about returning books on time. On the other 
hand the shortngc of books makes it imperative 
to sign out 600 page books for an inadequate 
forty-eight hours. Students are doing their best 
to work on papers and reference reading mnttcr, 
and would benefit by the help which the librar- 
ians might be able to give them if they weren't 
too busy. However, the librarians, in spile of 
the tendency of students to regard the library 
as exclusively for their use, arc serving a large 
number of renders from all over the city who 
are members of Redpath Library. 

There is a good deal of unfortunate friction 
which ought to have been checked long ago. 
Perhaps we would stop it now. The library is 
the centre, the heart, the core, of the university. 
Tt is the best help we have. Whatever can be 
gained in classroom lectures, it is only a fraction 
of what we can get for ourselves in the library. 
We are particularly fortunate in the possession 
of a library which is one of the largest and best 
in Canada. Let us hope the stacks will be opened 
today, and let us use them properly.— D.V. 



Sleep My Love 

The film showing at the Capitol 
this week is highly reminiscent of 
Gaslight. In Patrick Hamilton's 
play the calculating Mr, Manning- 
ham attempts to persuade his wife 
that she is mad by a scries of wcll- 
devised situations that destroy, her 
faith in her own reason. Don 
Amcchc as Manningham's counter- 
part In Sleep My Love has also 
devised similar situations towards 
the same end, and further ho at- 
tempts to drive his wife, Claudette 
Colbert, to suicide by sleep hypno- 
sis. He docs this so that he may 
replace her by the sultry Hazel 
Brooks. Unlike Mannlngham who 
preferred to work alone Amcchc 
has a sinister confederate George 
Colouris. Rogues fall out, Amcchc 
is disposed of by Colouris, and he 
in turn is disposed off by Robert 
Cummings. 

This lirst effort of the Mary 
Pickford Productions is extremely 
successful and gives us a new hope 
for Hollywood. Directed by Doug- 
las Sirk tho story maintains its 
suspense throughout, and svcral 
excellently timed shocks were not 
wasted on the audience. The dia- 
logue, always good is sometimes 
brilliant, and one scene with Robert 
Cummings and a coloured maid is 
an absolute gem. Not since Laura 
has such dialocue delighted my 
ears. 

Robert Cummings is extremely 
good, and having been allotted most 
of the more brilliant dialogue docs 
full justice to it. Claudette Colbert 
plays her dramatic scenes with ad- 
mirable restraint, and is the thor- 
oughly delightful Colbert of Arise 
My Love in her lighter scenes. I 
have always disliked Don Amcchc's 
characterizations, and as he is here 
the villain the dislike is legitimat- 
ized. He gives a good portrayal of 
the scheming husband. Hazel 
Brooks is apparently short on top- 
clothing and long on negligees; she 
is eminently successful as a pho- 
tographer's model but n failure as 
an actress. The smaller character 
parts arc all well-handled, particu- 
larly that of the photographer's 
chatty birdllkc wife. 

A March of Time about the nu- 
merous activities of the U.S. Treas- 
ury Department; an Andy Panda 
cartoon with animations to the 
accompaniment of the overture to 
Zampa. and a pictorial expression 
of Liadow's Enchanted Lake com- 
plete the program— one of the best 
for a long time.

South American Way: 

Heading north toward Montreal and London after a continental 
exhibition series in the United Statoi, is the University of Ecuador 
basketball team, which is scheduled to meet both McGIH and the 
University of Western Ontario in the next two weeks. The visiting 
quintet has been selected to represent Ecuador in the forthcoming 
Olympic contests, and Red and White cage supporters will have an 
opportunity of viewing their' pattern of pjay when they hit the Currie 
Gym on Monday, February 2. The American-coached Latins have 
rolled up an impressive South American record, having disposed of 
Tcru and Argentina, among others, in recent championship en- 
counters at Rio de Janeiro. 

Coaching the Ecuadorians is versatile "Ban* Butler, former 

i Oregon State College and University of Detroit track and basketball 
' /tar, who has garnered additional laurels in the fields of zoology and 
hull-fighting since coming to the South American republic. After 
having served in the U.S. Navy as a Lieutenant-Commander for 33 
months, the basketball coach turned to a zoological expedition, and 
his quest for reptilian specimens brought him west of the Andes. 
But Ban, so the publicity releases go, liked the climate so much in 
Ecuador (plug for the Chamber of Commerce), that he decided to 
remain in that country. Besides continuing his zoological work, 
however, the son of U.S. track star "Dad" Butler of a few decades 

k back, turned to a position at the Univercidad Central in the capital 

J city, at Quito. It was there that Butler introduced basketball to the 
Ecuadorians. But between reptilian anatomy and athletic director- 
ship, Ban needed relaxation, and he found this In bull-fighting, the 

' «tory goes. 

The versatile Yank pursued this sport with such enthusiasm that 
it was not long before he became a ranking "cnraged-bull target" 
(not a bum steer, cither), and the Ecuadorians soon considered him 
as Number One "novillaro matador." The story would go much 
better if Ban had continued evading the bulls throughout his career, 
but unfortunately, on one occasion Butler happened to be in the 
path of an onrushlng bovine and a horn attack spelled finis to his 
bull-fighting career. 

Butler's quintet, on the other hand, have been rolling up an 
Impressive record to date, and they have already gained reputations 
rs "gentlemen" players. The Ecuadorians never contest a decision 
by an official, the releases read, "and this can be attributed to two 
factors. The U. of E. boys have been coached to play this way, and," 
the report continues, "none of the players speak English." 



Football Rule Revision: 

i Meeting in Toronto this coming weekend will he the intercollegi- 
ate football rules committee of the Canadian Ihigby Union. The 
leprcscntatives from the Dominion senior intercollegiate league are 
slated to make suggestions for the revision of certain sections of the 
present playing code, and these suggestions are subsequently to be 
presented to the Canadian Rugby Union for incorporation into the 
game. . 

The two main revisions to be offered in 1D48 concern the pre- 
sent passing and blocking restrictions. Whereas only linemen are 
allowed to block for ten yards in the present code, the contention 
/will be made that all twelve players be allowed to do so In the 
future; and whereas the "shovel" pass is now disallowed, under 
certain conditions a change in the ruling which now states that passes 
must cross the line of scrimmage, will be proposed. The number of 
new plays offered by these changes is almost unlimited. 

The hitch in the proposals lies in the fact that the C.R.U. Is the 
sole Canadian rule committee, and that it roosts over intercollegiate 
and professional play as well. A suggestion /or a solution of the 
entailed disadvantages is offered by a local football authority. 

"The creation of two separate bodies to deal with each of the 
different groups would seem to be necessary. Professional and inter- 
collegiate football have different objectives," the pundit continues, 
"and each group should have separate bodies for the revision of 
their own particular playing codes." 

The weekend meeting of the intercollegiate body at the Queen 
City should see suggestions to this effect made.

McGill and Varsity Battled It Out For 
Hockey Supremacy at the Forum in '46

Let's go back a few years and 
look in on a McGill-Varsity game 
which took place at the Forum on 
March 1st, 1046. The game was of 
great importance, to both teams as 
would temporarily decide first 
place in the, league standings and 
the season was rapidly drawing to 
a close.

It is hard to answer an unknown 
individual, and even harder when 
that unknown person has not the 
courage, to sign its own name. It is, 
I believe, a proof that the facts 
stated arc of such false nature, and 
Jn ill intcntioned that nnhndy can 
have the courage to support such 
poor arguments! 

The article presented in the 
Student Forum of last Thursday, 
January IS, by that fictional man, 
Mr. V. La France, is one of that 
series of articles which are origin- 
ated from the same source, and re- 
present the same political forma- 
tion.

Finally, it is interesting to nolc 
that the evaluation of the RPF. 
(Rassemblement du Peuple Fran- 
çais) is based on the report of 
another correspondent of the New 
Republic. It seems that this fic- 
tional Mr. La France reads only one 
paper. There is a danger of be- 
coming one-track-minded! 

And the conclusion as we could 
expect, was that the general Is a 
fascist. This accusation is very much 
used in France by a certain parly 
against those who oppose it, and 
comrades of other countries use the 
same word. Not very original! 

To give an idea of the attitude 
of the majority of the French peo- 
ple. I will quote an article pub- 
lished in "La Resistance de l'Ouest", 
a newspaper published in Nantes, 
by a group of the French Maquis. 
It was written on the 27th of 
November, after the Municipal elec- 
tions by Mr. A. Davainc. (I trans- 
late, but those who want the 
authentic copy in French can ob- 
tain it from me.) "It was inevit- 
able that the election took not onlyl 
a political character, but that it 
appeared as a sort of "épreuve de 
force", or at least of popularity, 
between the man who represents 
for us today the resistance to com- 
munism (after having represented 
resistance lo nazism) and those who 
work to establish in France a re-

Mr. Thorez, as a traitor, deserted 
the French army and fled to Mos- 
cow. He does so by asking a ques- 
tion and answering by exclama- 
tions. But the fad that Mr. Thorez 
deserted still exists and can only 
be answered simply by saying 
that Mr. Thorcz has been, is and 
Will always be a TRAITOR. 

When Mr. LaFrancc writes thai 
"Mr. Thorcz and his friends called 
for complete, all out mobilization |n 
prosecute the war" that is a lie that 
cannot be supported by any proof 
and is a freely given assertion that 
cannot be believed by any sane man 
living in a democracy. It can be 
swallowed by few indoctrinated 
persons, but this type of people is. 
fortunately enough, very limited 
nn this campus, although very 
noisy. 

It is intcrcîitng lo note ai this 
stage, the very subtle and smooth 
way by which the French com- 
munists arc never mentioned as 
such, but most usually referred to 
as "Mr. Thorcz and friends." This 
is the type of insidious literature 
which, if you arc not cautious, dam- 
ages certain people and brings 
about this dangerous attitude of 
laissez faire. 

As regards 'The parly of the 
Executed ones" (to take the para- 
phrase used in the article, so as to 
avoid again the use of the word 
"Communists") this may explain 
the reason why 30 per cent of 
French electorate supported the 
Communist Party. After the Libera- 
tion, the French Communists, with 
the help of foreign funds and 
agents, went in a huge campaign 
of propaganda, and started right 
away to reorganize their political 
machinery on a big scale. 

They took advantage of the con- 
fused situation and presented them- 
selves lo the electorate as the 
"Parly of the Executed ones," and 
claimed that they were the heirs of 
Ihc Third Republic (although they 
have never been in power.) 

They then prepared programs to 
suit the particular situation. In the 
highly industrialized cities, they 
promised complete nationalization 
and practically heaven on earth. In 
the country, on the other hand, 
where the great majority of the 
people arc land owners, the pro- 
gram had to be revised to meet 
the new conditions. So the com- 
munists did nol formalise them- 
selves with such little considera- 
tion. They simply drafted a new- 
program and here again promised 
heaven on earth. 

With such an adaptable program 
and party policy, it was easy to 
satisfy the needs of an electorate 
who was tired of so many years of 
occupation and simply wanted a 
little rest. They voted in a propor- 
tion of 30% (there is still another 
70%) for the party who they 
thought would follow the policy 
elaborated during the electoral 
campaign. It did not take long to 
find nut that they had been fooled 
and in the recent elections the re- 
sults were not as encouraging as 
they were expected and in future 
elections they will be still less en- 
couraging. 

In concluding. I must say that the 
quotations used to attack General 
do Gaulle arc not only weak, but 
even in many instances unreliable. 
It is interesting to read the report 
of the French correspondent of the 
New Republic. On this point, even 
people who arc opposed to dc 
Gaulle protested against such atti- 
tude taken by some leftist news- 
papers in comparing him to Hitler 
or Mussolini.

The result of this contest is de- 
cisive. More thar. two thirds of the 
French who cast their votes af- I 
firmed strongly thai they rejected 
such a regime, that they refuse i 
lo sec their country taking place 
among the satellites of the new 
Totalitarian Slate which, with 
iinalagous methods, hopes to domin- 
ate Europe as the hillcrlan Reich 
did. 

Wo were right when we said that 
the spectacular character given to 
Ihc reconstitution of the Komintern 
would open the eyes to many of 
those who, up to the moment, were 
Still asking if (he experience of a 
communist government should not 
be tried. 

It seems very clear that such a 
government, in Ihc actual slate of 
opinion, could only establish it- 
self through violence. It appears 
also that the majority of the 
French people hope the return of 
General de Gaulle to power, whose 
personal prestige remains intact, 
and whose theses, — even in con- 
stitutional matters — seem to be 
confirmed by the incapacity of the 
Government lo redress our in- 
terior condition." 

This is enough to illustrate the 
feelings of those who voted for 
de Gaulle. On the other hand his 
program is clear, precise. He 
thinks French and France above 
all. Thai is the worst thing that 
his political enemies accuse him of.
